BOB MILLER RETURNED A TELEPHONE CALL TO PHIL FROM MR. 

STEVE PSINAKIS, WHO IS ACTIVE IN PHILIPPINE OPPOSITION- 
IST CIRCLES IN THE U.S. PSINAKIS IS PUSHING FOR AN 
EARLY FAVORABLE DECISION TO ADMIT AS REFUGEES TO THE 
U.S. SEVERAL PHILIPPINE CITIZENS WHO RECENTLY ESCAPED 
FROM THE PHILIPPINES TO MALAYSIA IN A SMALL BOAT. IN- 
CLUDED IN THE GROUP ARE THE DAUGHTER AND SON-IN-LAW 
OF RAUL MANGLAPUS, FORMER PHILIPPINE SENATOR WHO IS 
NOW A REFUGEE HERE. MILLER GAVE PSINAKIS NO COMMIT- 
MENTS BUT ASSURED HIM THAT THE CASE IS BEING PROCESSED 
EXPEDITIOUSLY.

1. SYG ELECTION 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT FOR DECEMBER (NICOLAE OF 
ROMANIA) HAS BEGUN CONSULTATIONS ON PROCEDURES FOR 
DESIGNATING THE NEXT SYG. WHILE NO CONSENSUS HAS DEVELOP- 
ED AS YET, THE CURRENT PLAN CALLS FOR SC CONSULTATIONS ON 
FRIDAY, WITH BALLOTING TO BEGIN ON MONDAY. 

2. ANGOLA 

THE UNGA VOTED THIS MORNING 1 16-9-1 (US) TO ADMIT ANGOLA 
AS THE 146TH MEMBER OF THE UN. THE CHINESE REQUESTED A 
VOTE IN ORDER TO RECORD THEIR OWN NON-PARTICIPATION. IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH YOUR INSTRUCTIONS, GOVERNOR SCRANTON MADE 
NO STATEMENT. IN A STATEMENT AFTER THE VOTE, THE ANGOLAN 
FOREIGN MINISTER WAS CRITICAL OF THE US. HE: 

- CRITICIZED OUR VETO ON ANGOLA EARLIER THIS YEAR AND 
OUR VETOES OF VIETNAM MEMBERSHIP; 

- ATTACKED OUR POLICY IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, CITING REPORTED 
PLANS FOR A SOUTH ATLANTIC PACT WITH THE US, SOUTH 
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AFRICA, AND CERTAIN UNNAMED LATIN AMERICANS; AND 

- EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO IN 
THROWING OFF THE "COLONIAL YOKE" OF THE US. 

HE ALSO EXPRESSED THANKS TO THE CUBANS AND THE SOVIETS FOR 
THEIR ASSISTANCE IN RESISTING SOUTH AFRICAN AGGRESSION 
AGAINST ANGOLA. 
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3. GENERAL ASSEMBLY APPROVES GUAM RESOLUTION 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY VOTED 61-22(US)-42 TO APPROVE A 
RESOLUTION ON GUAM WHICH DEPLORED AND STRONGLY DEPRECATED 
THE ESTABLISHMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF UNITED STATES 
MILITARY BASES IN THE TERRITORY. A RESOLUTION CONTAINING 
IDENTICAL LANGUAGE WAS APPROVED LAST YEAR 89-6-32. USUN 
MADE THE STATEMENT WHICH YOU APPROVED.

AUTHORITY FROM THE MEMBER STATES TO MEET THE OBLIGATIONS 
TO BE ASSUMED BY THE COMMUNITY WHEN IT SIGNS A FISHERIES 
AGREEMENT WITH THE U.S. 

- FELDMAN MET WITH ARA (BELL) TO REVIEW CURRENT PANAMA 
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CANAL TREATY ISSUES. 

- SCHWEBEL DRAFTED A CABLE TO THE AMERICAN EMBASSIES IN 
BONN AND DAMASCAS ON PURSUIT WITH THE FRG OF ITS ROLE IN 
PRESSING AGAINST SYRIA A CLAIM OF ERDOL-TEXACO. 

- ALDRICH CONSULTED WITH HABIB ON PHILIPPINE BASE

JAPANESE CONCERN ON REPROCESSING ARRANGEMENT WITH UK~ 
OTSUKA OF JAPANESE FOREIGN OFFICE (WHO HAS BEEN AT UN) 
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CALLED ON ME ON INSTRUCTIONS TO UNDERSCORE THAT JAPANESE 
GOVERNMENT IS MOST SERIOUSLY CONCERNED THAT US SHOULD 
APPROVE JANUARY SHIPMENT OF JAPANESE SPENT FUEL TO UK FOR 
REPROCESSING. US MUST APPROVE SUCH SHIPMENTS UNDER THE 
US-JAPANESE NUCLEAR AGREEMENT. THE JAPANESE ARE WORRIED 
THAT NEW US NONPROLIFERATION POLICY MAY LEAD US TO FORE- 
STALL EXISTENT REPROCESSING SERVICE ARRANGEMENT INVOLVING 
UK. FRANCE AND JAPAN. I ASSURED OTSUKA WE WERE IN MIDDLE 
OF PREPARING SUBJECT FOR STATE DECISION AND JAPANESE 
GOVERNMENT'S SERIOUS CONCERN WOULD BE FULLY REFLECTED 
THEREIN.
